Radical Lowers Forum Image 

According to the new legislative math, adulthood starts at the 
age ot 18 in this state Washington may make this national soon 
Seven other states - Maine, Alaska, Georgia, Kentucky, 
Nebraska, Montana , and Massachusetts -- have made 18-year- 
olds new entitites in society and all that it includes, from the age 
of consent to holding public office. 

BUT DOCUMENTATION doesn’t insure maturity, and sup¬ 
posedly the logic which is a by-product of it. On the 7th and 8th of 
this month the Governor’s Collegiate Forum was held in con¬ 
junction with the Tennessee Collegiate Press Association This 
latter bodylncludesmostof this state’s campus newspaper editors 

During Governor Winfield Dunn’s speech at the meeting in 
Cookeville at Tennessee Tech, the conduct of some of the 
delegates was disgusting. UT Knoxville Student Government 
President Charles Huddleston arose during the talk and pleaded 
with the governor to “end war and racism .” This somewhat 
Biblical and Utopian idealism was obnoxiously out of place 

HUDDLESTON ASKED for “each of you here to join hands and 
unite” for this goal. The Governor went along with the emotional 
togetherness and raised his hand in compliance. A weak chant of 
“give peace a chance” filtered through the few hundred present 

Peter Kami, a native of Brazil, was there. He was somehow^in 
some capacity representing UT Knoxville He is not a student 
there or anywhere else as far as is known. He is barred from that 
campus since his conviction on a rioting charge and is presently 
appealing the incident. He is not a U.S. Citizen. He came to this 
country under the sponsorship of an uncle in New York when 
quotas were suspended for most of the South American countries. 
He has chosen not to be a citizen of this country, but he seems to 
think he knows what this country needs. 

WIIAT’S BEST FOR this country? Kami never really says, but 
he finds he can best express himself by using emotionalism. For 
example, while Senator Howard Baker spoke on the environment 
and answered questions concerning issues. President Gus Hadorn 
grabbed a bedsheet saying STOP THE WAK NOW and in¬ 
terrupted him with an appeal about the war. There was no sub¬ 
stance to the statement, just an appeal to play upon one’s 
emotions. 

This followed a 15-minute sob story by Kami about how awful he 
is treated and how heroically he is trying to save this nation. It 
took up valuable question and answer time which consisted of 
about 40 minutes Kami didn’t know what his question was. He 
just rambled on about how misfortunate he is. 

ON TOP OF THIS, the UT Daily Beacon slanted a cutline under 

a picture of President Charlie Huddleston‘‘Making a Point” to the 

Governor. The cutline said: “When questioned by SGA President 
Huddleston on the 18 year-old vote bill, Governor Winfield Dunn 
said he expected the bill would become law.” Wrong. That was 
Kami-inspired Huddleston telling everyone to join hands in 
another emotional appeal. 

Is this being a responsible adult ? Are the President and Vice- 
President of UTK representing UTK's true views? What’s Kami 
doing representing UTK?

Television’s journalism has sunk to an all-time low of 
irresponsibility. 

LAST YEAR 50 per cent of NBC’s affiliate stations threatened 
to cancel the “NBC Nightly News” unless it moved from far left 
to moderation in its news reporting. Seemingly it has made no 
impression on TV news reporting. Polls show over 70 per cent of 
the public supports Vice-President Agnew s criticism of the TV 
News medias. 


THE LATEST SAMPLE of 
TV news irresponsibility is the 
CBS documentary, “The Selling 
of the Pentagon.” The 
discrepencies and misfacts are 
so numerous they have filled the 
pages of Congressional Record 
national newspapers^, and 
magazines. 

Criticism of CBS’s disgusting 
tactics came to a highlight when 
the ultra-liberal Washington 
Post attacked the presentation 
The “Post” thought It unfair of 
CBS to present “as a direct six- 
sentence quotation from a 
colonel, a ‘statement’ composed 
of a first sentence from page 55 
of his prepared text, followed by 
a second sentence from page 36, 
followed by a third and fourth 
from page 48, and a fifth from 
page 73, and a sixth from page 
88 .” 

ANOTHER MAJOR miss-fact 
was Roger Mudd’s accusation 
that “the Pentagon has a team 
at colonels touring the country to 
lecture on foreign policy.” 
Mudd and CBS refused to 
comment when the Defense 
Department noted that the 


"team" does not make a “tour" 
but makes seven appearances a 
year for the education of 
reservists who otherwise would 
have to go to Washington. 

THE ABOVE M1S-FACTS are 
two of many from TSOTP. 
Perhaps Congressman F 
Edward Hebert best sum med up 
the serious implications of such 
news atrocities as TSOTP when 
he commented that “presen¬ 
tations which are biased 
throughout, which are slanted 
to only use language and items 
which support that bias, and 
which clearly make false in¬ 
nuendoes about individuals in 
order to prove the bias- such 
presentations detract from the 
media's function of being a true 
critic of society and make it 
more difficult for the wor¬ 
thwhile criticism to be 
presented and accepted.” 

IT IS VERY POOR when TV 
news commentators criticize 
government officials for 
“disguising the truth” when 
they and their cohorts are just 
as guilty of the crime.

SINCE BLACK EN¬ 
TERTAINMENT lost money, it 
was necessary to build a 
cushion to fall back on, ac¬ 
cording to Carothers. The 
Temptations were, therefore, 
the first black concert this year. 

There are many black groups 
that could fill the auditorium, 
but they are above the price 
range. 

A LOT OF WORK goes into 
planning a concert. The com¬ 
mittee, consisting of the Student 
Government officers and Larry 
and Harry Carothers, spends 
hours selecting groups within 
the price range, checking their 
potential drawing power, and 
booking. 

Many students ask why the 
committee doesn’t get more 
expensive entertainment. Some 
have suggested Creedence 
Clearwater Revival This group 
demands a $25,000 guarantee or 
$15,000 guarantee against 60 per 
cent gross ticket sales, but they 
want a minimum seating 
capacity of 12.000 in order to 
gross $50,000.

After compiling a 27-13 record, and sweeping the VSAC crown, 
the baseball team has accepted a bid to play in the NCAA Mid- 
East college division tourney in Marietta, Ohio, this weekend. 

The team got wins number 26 and 27 in the VSAC play-offs 
Friday and Saturday. Friday, after watching Carson Newman 
and CBC slug it out, Coach Swope sent his crew to the field with 
Richard Winbigler on the mound. Winbigler completely shut down 
Lincoln Memorial, 4-0 in the first round.

Highlights of Friday’s game 
saw senior second sacker Dick 
Algire blast a three run homer 
with two outs in the eighth in¬ 
ning.

Audience Gets Insight 
On Mid East Crisis 


A panel discussion on the 
Middle East which was held 
Thursday night in the 
Humanities Auditorium threw 
the crisis into better focus for 
the audience. 

DR. ROBERT TICE, 
professor at Memphis State, 
lived in the hotly disputed area 
for fiveyears.He gave the most 
interesting discussion of the 
problem, as he defended the 
unpopular Arab position. 

He used a yarn about an 
Indian-white man land dispute 
in Tennessee and compared it 
with the present situation of 
Jews immigrating to former 
Arab lands. He asked the 
audience to suppose Chickasaw 
Indians had gradually assumed 
economic and cultural control 
in the region surrounding this 
campus. 

THIS CREATIVE, 
imaginative approach sim¬ 
plified the problep* and put the 
Arab’s point of view in better 
perspective for the audience. It 
was also humorous which kept 
the listeners’ attention 

Dr. Patrick Taylor, assistant 
professor of history, presented 
the history of Russian in¬ 
tervention in Middle East 
politics. It began as friendship 
toward Israel in the early 


1900’s, but Russia shifted her 
friendship to the Arabs. This 
was because the Jewish people 
became more and more Zionist 
in outlook. 

EACH PERIOD in the history 
of the dispute was covered. Dr. 
Harry Hutson, chairman of the 
history department, cited 
several Biblical fact in his 
presentation. The effects of the 
Six Days War in 1967 and 
present friction and hostility 
such as the disagreement over 
the Suez Canal were analyzed. 

Dr. K. Paul Jones, concluding 
speaker, aroused two or three 
questions from the audience 
with his optimistic predictions 
of peace in the area. 

MR. GEORGE KAO was the 
moderator and SG President 
William Mallard made a short 
introduction.

Cost Rises In Fall

THE FINAL OPERATING 
budget for this campus will 
probably be only $5,019,000- 
$141,000 of which will come from 
the $10 increase. This will give 
the university $1067 per student, 
which is considerably under the 
$1199 the THEC endorsed. 

“We won’t be able to improve 
a thing with this budget,” Dr. 
Robert Riggs, administrative 
assistant to the chancellor, said. 
“We’re really losing ground a 
little bit.” “A $113 million 
budget (statewide) is an 
austere, hold the line budget." 
“We hate to see them put an 
additional tax on students," Dr. 
Riggs added. 

Gene Stanford, business 
manager, blamed higher prices 
in almost everv area. 

“ROOM, BOARD, and 
electricity are all going up. Its 
not just the four or five per cent 
inflation that everybody else is 
talking about.” 

Mr. Stanford said an increase 
in charges to part-time students 
might result if the legislature 
cuts higher education spending. 

"WE LL PROBABLY have to 
raise the fee from $13 to $14 per 
credit hour/' Stanford said. 

These gloomy forecasts are 
the last in a series of such price 
rises. About two months ago, a 
rise in dorm rent was an¬ 
nounced. Three weeks ago the 
price of parking stickers went 
up to $5 for next fall. 

STUDENT REACTION was 
mixed Barry Eysman, senior 
English major, was very 
critical of the proposed change. 

“It seems to me that there 
have been increases in the past 
and I have yet to see anv im¬ 
provements. The dorms are a 
good example of this. It’s 
common knowledge that the 
book store ups prices on books 
because it supports the entire 
school, as was reported in a 
recent Volette article.” 

AARON TATUM, sophomore 
history major, says,“I’m for the 
$10 increase if we can be more 
financially responsible in other

nation for College Work-Study funds totaling $258,000,000 have 
been approved by HEW. Federal officials, however, are in the 
process of making tentative allocations of only $167,000,000, or 
about two-thirds of the aDDroved requests. 

For the University of Tennessee at Martin, allocations for the 
College Work-Study Program have been reduced even more 
sharply. Our HEW approved request of $69,000 for the July 1,1971 
to December 1,1971 authorization period will be funded at a level 
of $31,192. This represents an elimination of over $37,808 from our 
approved request and a reduction of $32,467, or 51 percent, from 
the same period last year. *■ 

IN OUR OPINION, this cutback will have an extremely serious 
impact upon the educational opportunities available to the low- 
income college students of West Tennessee. Let me cite two 
reasons in support of this position. 

Over 1,100 of our 4,600 students enrolled for fall quarter 1970 
came from families of less than $5,000 annual income. All of these 
students require some financial assistance (apart from their own 
earnings and savings, and their parents’ contributions) and may 
need total financial support to enable them to continue their 
college educations. 

A REDUCTION in Work-Study Program funds, one of our most 
important sources of student financial aid, will mean that we 
must reduce the financial assistance to many of our students to a 
less than adequate level. 

During the 1971-72 academic year, the University of Tennessee 
at Martin will be forced to raise student fees and increase dor¬ 
mitory room rent and charges for board. These increases are, of 
course, a reflection of the financial plight facing all higher 
education. 

FUNDS AVAILABLE from state appropriations are not 
adequate to offset the rising costs of labor, materials and ser¬ 
vices necessary for the operation of a university program. 
Consequently, student charges, our only other major source of 
income, must be raised, and these increases, coming during a 
period of reduced availability of financial aid funds, will have a 
particularly harmful impact upon the educational opportunities 
of low-income students. 

In closing, let me urge you to consider the consequences of this 
severe cutback in federal funds for the College Work-Study 
Program. If you agree with our assessment of the seriousness of 
the situation, we hope that you will utilize your influence in efforts 
to secure a restoration of these funds.
